WASHINGTON, Aug. 5. — Julius 
Barnes, director of the Feders!| 
Grain Corporation, in making pub- 
le tonight a statement on the 
world wheat situation, said that the 
wheat crop in the United States is 
not short and that 1,000,000,000 
bushels was assured. He declared 
that there was no warrant for the 
statements that have been made 
that the price was inflated and as 


far as he could see there is no hope 
for a reduction in the near future. 
Mr. Barnes's complete statement 
on the wheat situation, which he 
made public at the suggestion of the 
President, wae as follows: 

FACTS OF SITUATION. 

“Our people should understand 
the salient facts regarding the 
world’s wheat situation. 

“(1.). Shrinkage in North Ameri- 
‘can promise, since June 1, of prob- 
ably 400,000,000 bushels. 

“(2.) Shrinkage, the result of 
lesser acreage and of soi] deteriora- 
tion in European wheat and rye pro- 
duction, promising, outside of Rus- 
sia, a total bread grain yield of 
1,600,600,000 bushels against a nor- 
‘mal production of 1,900,000,000

| “(3.) The elimination by war and 
famine of Russia, Rumania and In- 
dia, formerly contributing to con- 
suming Europe 300,000,000 bushels 
of bread graina. 

“(4.) The advance in Argentine 
prices under world demands, until to- 
day with longer voyage and higher 
freights, Argentine wheat costa deliv- 
ered Europe fully 50 cents per bush- 
el] more than American wheat de- 
livered Europe.

Roughly speaking, to re- 
duce the 10-cent loaf of bread to 
cents, 65 cents per bushel must 
be taken from the price of wheat. 
If flour were supplied to bakers 
free (the present cost of labor and 
other materials remaining the 
same) we could hardly attain a re- 
tail 5-cent loaf.

35 per cent. and 40 per cent. of the 
entire diet, in terms of calories. In 
other words, about $16 per 
buys over one-third of the indt- 
were at the same rate, the total 
cost of food per person per year 
would be about 9850 or a total na- 
tional food bill of $5,000,000,000 m- 
stead of $18,000,000,000 as at pres- 
ent calculated. This, of course, is 
impracticable,

PARIS, Aug 3.-—(Delayed.) If 
there had not just been a war, if al! 
the world were not helpless to start 
another war now there would be in 
the present British-French situation 
in Asia Minor all the ingredients of 
What used to be called a “war 
scare.” The Fashoda incident ot 
fered nothing by comparison with 
present heartburnings in the French 
Foreign Office over the British pol- 
icy in Syria since the war ended 
But there is no war scare, not only 
no war scare but Frenchmen most 
ceeply resentful of the British att 
tude in Asia Minor scout the idea 
of there ever being and war be- 
tween England and France. Per- 
haps even “strained relations’ is 
too strong an expression to use in 
connection with this situation, for 
what strain exists is much more 
than offset by French gratitude to 
England at this moment for the 
prompt action of the British Par- 
Ha ment in ratifying the separate 
treaty to come immediately to 
French assistance in case of German 
aggression. 
Nevertheless in its gratitude for 
this British assurance of protection 
on the Rhine France by no means 
is disregarding the fact that in the 
opinion of the Qual d'Orsay. Eng 
land is deliberately violating French 
rights in a big section of Asia 
Minor. where British troops of oc- 
cupation and British civil adminis- 
trators are kept in control despite 
various urgent apeals from the 
Fyench Foreign Office to have, them 
withdraw and the territory placed in 
French charge. 
BASED ON TREATY. 


France bases its claims on terms 
of the Sykes-Picot treaty of 1916, 
which was entered into between only 
France and England. The year 
previous there had been an agree- 
ment concerning the future disposi- 
tion of Turkey in Asia, made by 
England, France and Russia. The 
present British view, as it is inter- 
preted in France, is that with the 
collapse of Russia the agreement. 
including her and the Sykes-licot 
treaty, both became invalid. France 
disputes that on the ground that 
Russia was not a party to the Sykes- 
Picot treaty so her collapse was not 
in any way a factor. 

By the agreement to which Rus- 
sia was party that country was to 
have Constantinople and be allowed 
to push her own Armenian border 
further west into Turkish Armenia 
By the Sykes-Picot treaty France 
was to have the immense territory 
bounded by a line starting at Lam- 
mas, on the coast, and running 
northeasterly to Sivas, thence 
through Kharpovt and Diarbekir 
and on east to the Persian border, 
thence back southwesterly to a 
point on the Mediterranean coast to 
Syria, just north of Akka. The Sy- 
rian coast, with the hinterland. as 
far back as the desert and as far 
north as Aintab, was to be under s 
direct French administration. The 
rest of allatment was under French 
supervision. 

TERRITORY IS DEFINED. 

England, by the terms of this 
Sykes-Picot meaty was to have the 


whole of Mesopotamia with Bagdad 
plus the seaports of Akka and 
Kaifa, just south of the French line 
where it reathed the Syrian coast 
There was stil] a third agree- 
ment made about the same time by 
Pngiand, France and Italy by which 
the latter country was to have a big 
southern section of Anatolia. That 
agreement is not a factor in the 
present controversy between France 
and England. 

When the question of mandates first 
attracted attention France expressed 
willingness to surrender the northern 
triangular section of her Sykes- Picot 
allotment ending in an apex at Sivas. 
because that portion formed a ie 
wedge $m the territory which France 
hoped—estili hopes—the United 
States will take as an Armenian 
mandate. The British recognition of 
the independence of the King of 
Hediaz wiped out. virtually, the 
whole French claim under the treuty 
to the hinterland to the east of the 
Syrian coast. 

Is ENGLAND EVADING? 
„England is basing her policy on 
two grounds,” said a French Foreign 
Office member to me today. “One is 
that Russia has collapsed, which we 
do not admit to be relevant at all 
to the Sykes-Picot troaty. The other 
ground is that it was British troops 
which conquered Mesopotamia and 
won all the other victories in Agia 
Minor with virtvally no assistance. 
That is true. France had at most 
only 6000 troops there. But that does 
not invalidate the treaty agreement 
of 1916. 

We can get no satisfaction from 
the British Foreign Office in the mat- 
ter, nothing but delays. postnorne- 
ments and evasions. England's 
cial government policy is vague and 
apparently colorless, but that is n >t 
what we fear most. It is the unofl- 
Fal but tery agecressive and positive 
policy of the Anglo-Ipdians and An- 
gio-Egyptians that France has to 
fear, for they are the real leaders 
who always determine the final Rr'it- 
ish policy in all matter Asiatic. The 
whole past record entitled us to aus- 
sume that they will prevail now.”

SCHEME IS APPROVED.

GOVERNMENT AID WILL MEAN 
CO-ORDINATED SYSTEM 
FOR NATION. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5. — The 
„movement to construct a national 
system of trunk line highways in- 
tersecting each State, the cost of 
construction and maintenance to be 
borne by the Federal government, 
is gaining throughout the country, 
according to reports coming into the 
Federal Highway Council. 

Many letters are coming in from 
practically all sections indorsing the 
movement, and calling for explicit 
information as to the main points 
in the national highway measure, 
now pending in the Senate. It is 
expected to come up for further con- 
sideration at an early day. 

The national hi hway bill, intro- 
duced by Senator Townsend’ chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on 
Postoffices and Post Roads, is an 
entirely new piece of legislation. Ite 
object is to build in each State, trunk 
line highways to the extent of not 
less than 2 per cent. nor more than 
K per cent. of the total mileage of 
the State, and to join them with 
the main trunk lines of other States, 
thus creating a national system con- 
necting the entife country. 

The decided trend in public opin- 
fon in favor of Federal construction 
of a national highway system is 
due, according to those having the 
measure in charge, to the fact that 
such mileage as each State will re- 
ceive will put the State that much 
nearer to a complete and well con- 
nected State system, at the same 
time insuring logical connections 
with adjoining States. It is admitted 
that such connections are necessary 
to a properly co-ordinated system 
and that such co-ordination is log- 
ically a Federal function. 

The net result to each State, it 
now beging to appear, will be a 
strengthening of forces behind road 
development. The States on the one 
hand are to be aided by relieving 
them permanently .of the construc- 
tion and maintenance of the heavi- 
est traveled inter-State routes, thus 
permitting the concentration of State 
effort on routes havihg their ter- 
minal points within the State. In 
other words, more effective co-op- 
eration of Federal and State power 
ia to be gained by each having its 
specific work laid out, one apply- 
ing its efforts to national connec- 
tions and the other to the develop- 
ment of local or intra-State roads 
and their proper connections. 
Supporters of the national high- 
Way movement are increasing their 
activities in the expressed belief 
that in the pending measure they 
are working for a plan whereby a 
comprehensive system of nationa! 
highways may be constructed and 
put into permanent operation within 
the next few years, and at less cost 
to the public than any other plan.

VETERAN OF RAILWAY 
SERVICE PASSES ON. 


PEABODY. LONG DEPARTMENT 
HEAD FOR ROADS HERE, 
COLLAPSES, DIES. 


After an iliness of many months, 
George E. Peabody, 62 years old, 
Gied at his home, 1242 Orange 
street, yesterday morning. Mr. 
Peabody has deen ili since last fall, 
when he suffered a nervous break- 
down, following long service with 
the Pacific Electric Company as 
engineer. 

Mr. Peabody was born at Tewkes- 
bury, Mass, in 1867, was educated 
at the public school there and later 
attended the Lawrence Academy, 
‘where he graduated as a civil engi- 
'neer. He practiced civil engineering 
at Lowell, Mass., until 1880, when 
he became division engineer of the 
Mexican Central Railway Company, 
remained there 


in this city. 

For a number of years Mr. Pea- 
body practiced civil engineering 
here, in 1895 becoming chief engi- 
neer of the Los Angeles Blectric 
Railway Company, which position he 
held until the Pacific Electric war 
organized and he became chief en- 
gineer for that company. He held 
this position until last April. when 
he was forced to resign because of 
continued il] health. 

In 1905 Mr. Peabody was ap- 
pointed a member of Gov.

BERLIN, Aug. Russia's white 
army, now in a death grapple with 
the Bolsheviks, says it will be all 
ever but the shouting in a mort 
time, if the Entente nations don't 
hurry big supplies cf war materials, 
money and clothing to them. Ten 
million dollars will land the white 
army in Petrograd before winter it 
is said. 

The white army does not ask for 
Entente soldiers. ‘Ihe Kusstans say 
they have plenty of man power but 
they must have guns, airplancs, 
tanks, munitions, and clothing as 
son as possible. The white army 
now is drawing food supplies of food 
from America but It must have other 
things as well. 

Lieut.-Col. Dewahl, of the white 
army now ie in Berlin to secure the 
release of Russian officers held by 
the Germans as prisoners of war. He 
makes a strong appeal to the Entente 
nations to rush auppiles to the white 
army. Col. Dewahl says the white 
army is growing so fast because of 
desertions from the Bolshevik forces 
and great numbers of volunteers. He

The Bol- 
shevik soldiers captured are not ex- 
ecuted unless they are communists. 
The death sentence is carried out by 
deserters from the Rolsheviks which 
insures that the converts will not 
want to ge back into the hande of 
the reds again. 

TOLL OF FBRRORISM. 

The white army Onde terrible ex- 
amples of Lenine’s policy of terror- 
jem in every town taken from the 
Bolsheviks. At Wesenberg. 300 citi- 
zens, one-tenth of the population. 
had deen put to death by the Bol- 
shevike. The people were made to 
dig their own graves, then compelled 
to stand at one end and were killed 
with a pistol or stabbed by Bol 
shevik soldiers Seventy women 
were among the viciims, one wom- 
an of 84, while the youngest was a 
girl of 11. Several women were 
wounded, fell inte their graves and 
were buried aliva, it is said. 

The main body of the Russian 
white army is fighting now on a long 
line but the advance of the Finnie 
armies ia stopped for the present. 
Col. Dewahl says he Finnish white 
army ise Composed of good troops but 
that the regular srry composed of 
conescripte is exhibiting sympathy 
with the Bolshevik doctrine. 

The white army tas many guns, 
but they are poorly handled. 

“Give us airplanes, tanks, artillery, 
and boots,” Col. Dewsh! said, “and 
we will be in Petrograd beforo De- 
cember. If we do not get these 
things we will be driven back, our 
army will disappear and the Bol- 
sheviks are certain to hold Russiag 
and the imperial world for many 
years.

Only ripe, sound fruit should be 
used for drying. Sun dricd fruit 
Should not be left out of doors over 
night for while sun drying seems to 
ect the flavor of the product the 
og or dampness of the night will 
retard the process with no advantage 
to the fruit. Rules which apply to 
such fruite as plums, peaches, apri- 
cote, apples and pears are as follows: 
Use perfect, ripe fruit. Plums are 
wiped clean and stoned. Firm ripe 
peaches may either bepareé or dried 
with the sking on. tk the latter 
they must be brushed or wiped care- 
fully, cut into halves and the stones 
removed. Apricots are prepared the 
same as peaches, but apples and 
pears are pared and cut into quarters 
or eights depending upon the size 
of the fruit. 
All fruite are dried in the same 
way. Spread them in a single layer 
on a board; have small posts at 
each corner of the board, cover with 
a piece of mosquito netting and set 
in the sun. A tin roof on the 
sunny side of a house answers ad- 
mirably for the heat radiating there- 
from hastens the When 
the sun is down, bring the fruit in- 
doors. Next morning, turn the fruit 


over and replace in the hot sun. 
The fruit must be perfectly dry be- 
fore putting inte old flour bags

Cherries, strawberries and other 
small fruits are prepared thus: Use 
one pound of sugar to each pound 
of fruit.

Place on greased platters in hot sun 
covering with glass or net. Be sure 
to bring in the house every night. 
When fruit is plump and syrup thick 
pack cold in jars or glasses and seal

Then perhaps you've used too 
much sugar. There's a common rule 
of a cup of sugar to a cup of juice 
but in most cases three-fourths of 
a cup of sugar to one cupful of fruit 
juice will make a perfect jell. To 
use one cupful of sugar will make 
more jelly but it win not be so 
likely to stand alone. Not to use 
enough sugar makes a jelly taat 
tough and sour, Be sure to pour 
melted paraffin on top of all jefiies, 
whether the glasses have covers or 
not. It's only a minute's extra work 
and will save many a glass from 
mold.

RUPERT CONFUTES BAN. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—Col. Jacob 
Ruppert, president of the New York 
Americans, issued a statement t 
night challengeng the accuracy of the 
explanation made by President Ban 
Johnson of the American League 
last night with feference to his in- 
definite suspension of Pitcher Car! 
Mays, recentiy acquired from the 
Boston Americans. 

Col. Ruppert also made public a 
copy of a telegram intended to show 
that Manager Jennings of the De- 
troit Americans had negotiated for 
Mays's services after the date on 
which Mr. Johnson declared Detroit 
and other clubs had protested 
against the Yankees’ acquisition of 
Mays. 


WIRED PROTEST. 

Recalling Mr. Johnson's statement 
that he had telegraphed the New 
York owners on July 23rd inform- 
ing them of the protests against 
their negotiations. Col. Ruppert as- 
serted that on July 26 Manager Jen- 
nings sent the following telegram 
ta — Barrow of the Boston 
club: 

“Have no players to give for Mays. 
Will consider cash proposition 

Col. Ruppert asserted Mr. John- 
son had not stated the real facts 
in connection with Mavys's quitting 
the field in the midst of a game at 
Chicago on July 13. Mays, he de- 
clared, left the field injured after 


being struck by.a ball thrown by 
Catcher Schang. 

“Marager Barrow did got send 
from the bench for the player, as 
he knew Mays was hurt,“ Col, Rup- 
pert said. “The Boston club did 
not report the inefdent nor suspend

Normal Fries. 
A correspondent writes to say that 
he has been hearing a great deal of 
late about normal prices, but that 
he does not understand how the 
term is being applied. “What do you 
mean by normal prices?” he in- 
guires, 1 find that when most folks 
talk about normal prices they mean 
| prices which obtained before the war, 
which, as a matter of fact, may not 
be the normal price at all. In other 
words, the normal price in 1914 is 
not necessarily the normal price in 
1919. A normal price la a price based 
upon the cost of production and the 
free, untrammeled and unlimited 
operation of the law of supply and 
demand. Thus, if it costs 50 per cent. 
more to produce a specified article 
in 1919 than it cost in 18914, the 
normal price of that article would 
be 60 per cent. greater than in 
1914, but, and here is the point, the 
nermal price would not be 60 per 
cent. to cover the increased cost of 
production, and another 50 per cent. 
to cover incréased profit to the dea!- 
er. In the latter case, we have an 
increase of 10% per cent., or twice 
as much as the normal increase 
should be. The same rule applies to 
wages. A normal wage in 1919 mus 
be based on what it costs the worker 
to live according to our standards, 
and te Allos a reasonable margin 
for the mevitable rainy day. Whar 
would have been a normal wage in 
1614 is starvation wage now. 
Street Railway Situation. 
Some startiing facts are being 
brought out in the Federal inquiry 
into the street railway situation, ai) 
of them pointing to the necessity for 
developing from some source a greal- 
er revenue or the gradual disintegra- 
tion of the vast properties devoted 
to traction. It has been shown that 
1000 miles of track has been aban- 
loned; that companies have 
dismantied and junked their plants,

ERE’S OFFICIAL HISTORY 


OF THE NORWALK FARCE 


State Board of Charities, Corrections 
Reviews “Examiner’s” Attack 
and Ensuing Inquiry. 


| 


The official history of the Norwalk 
investigation and the scope it as- 
sumed are given as follows in the re- 
port of the State Board of Charities 
and Corrections: 

July 10—The Los Angeles Exain- 
mer published a senesationa! state- 
ment, by Earl Rogers, accusing the 
Norwalk State Hospital of brutality 
and inhuman treatment of its pa- 
tlents. 

One hour after the Governor had 
seen these charges in the Examiner, 
he sent the following request, by 
telegram, to the State Board of Char- 
ities and Corrections: 

“Los Angeles, July 10, 1919. Rab- 
bi Martin A. Meyer, President State 
Board of Charities and Corrections, 
Hewes Building, San Francisco, Cal- 
ifornia. 

“In this morning's Los Angeles 
Examiner very serious charges are 
made against the management and 
proper conduct of the Norwalk State 
Hospital. The charges are of such 
weight and seriousness as to war- 
rant immediate investigation. WII 
you please have the State Board of 
Charities and Corrections at once 
make thorough and complete investi- 
gation of all charges and report in 
full to me? 

[Signed] 

“WILLIAM D. STEPHENS, 

“Governor.” 
July 12-138—Two. articles ap- 
peared in the same paper, by Capt. 
Chandler Sprague, stating that he 
had gone into residence in the hos- 
pital, as a voluntary patient, from 
noon of July 1, to noon of July 4, 
under the assumed name of Frank 
E. Stanley. 

Chandler Sprague charged the hos- 
pital with—*Brutality, cold-b!ooded, 
merciless and unnecessary,” “unsan- 
itary conditions that are criminal;” 
“food was abominable.” He stated 
that there was “absolute indifference 
on the part of the hospital officials 
to the welfare and health of the 
inmates whom they are paid by the 
State of California to care for and 
protect.” > 

July 12—-The State Board of Char- 
ities and Corrections announced the 
hearing of the charges against the 
Norwalk State Hospital would be 
held, beginning July 18, at the hos- 
pital. 

The Board of Trustees of the Nor- 
walk State Hospital and the com- 

| plainants were requested to submit 
to the State Board of Charities and 
Corrections a list of witnesses whom 
they wished called or subpoenaed 
for the hearing. ! 

July 14—The State Board of Char- 
ities and Corrections met at p a.m. 
in the Los Angeles office to plan 
the procedure of the hearing. Those 
present were:

July 15—Mrs. Margaret F. Sirch, 
Agent of the State Board of Char- 
ities and Corrections, a graduate 
nurse who has had special training 
in the care of the insane, went in- 
to residence at the Norwalk Hos- 
pital.

He 
left for San Francisco at 4 p.m., 
July 22, returning July 275 at eleven 
p.m.

Hon. Joseph L. Lew- 
insohn was present at all sesions and 
conducted the examination of all 
witnesses.

We have cited again 
and again the close connection be- 
tween the low proportion of attend- 
ents and the too extensive use of 
mechanical restraint; between the 
lack of proper training for attend- 
ants and relatively inferior 
standards of care which consequent- 
ly obtains of necessity. We have 
stated again and again that in no 
one of the hospitals was the night 
service of attendants adequate. This 
board has also pointed to defects 
in the medical organization: that 
is, to the low ratio of physicians in 
proportion to the number of pa- 
tients; a low ratio that involves the 
physicians in charge in constant
